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“In a sense a library is a yeast for all the worth-while life 
of a community.”—Emily Taft Douglas introducing the Li- 
brary Demonstration Bill in Congress. 
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Mrs. Charles Mehaffy of Little Rock has been appointed Co- 
ordinator for Arkansas on the A.L.A. National Relations Commit- 
tee. Mrs. Mehaffy worked as library assistant for two years on the 
Pulaski County Bookmobile. The gaiety with which she helped 
change tires, fell into streams, solved problems and collected tales 
in the process of dispensing books will always be remembered 
happily by the county people and the Little Rock Library Staff. 
Like the little Italian woman in the far corner of Pulaski county, 
they keep wondering “and how is Mrs. Me-happy?” Mrs. Mehaffy 
is busy as usual, but not too busy to continue working for the state’s 
library progress. In her capacity as State Co-ordinator she is chair- 
man of the group working in the interest of the Public Library 
Demonstration Bill which is discussed elsewhere in this issue of 
Arkansas Libraries.

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Work Begins on County Library Tax Amendment 


The Arkansas Library Association has undertaken again the 
sponsorship of an initiated amendment to the constitution which 
will make it possible for counties wishing to do so, to vote a tax 
not to exceed one mill for the support of a county library. The Leg- 
islative Committee of the Association is composed of A. F. House, 
Chairman, Little Rock, Miss Elizabeth Malone, Jonesboro, Marvin 
Miller, Fayetteville, and Mrs. I. C. Oxner, McGehee. Committees 
selected from each county and city are carrying on the work in 
their respective counties by explaining the provisions of the amend- 
ment to each local club group and to every voter, by obtaining en- 
dorsements from these local clubs, by securing signatures to the 
petitions to place the amendment on the ballot at the election in 
November, and by securing newspaper publicity favoring the 
amendment. 

In order to place the amendment on the ballot in November, it 
is necessary to have 21,843 signatures on the petitions. The first 
petitions were distributed to the counties on March 11. The first 
filled petitions were returned from Jackson County on March 20, 
and on March 21, Hempstead County reported 1,500 signatures. 

The following questions and answers have been found useful 
in explaining the amendment. Copies of a leaflet giving this in- 
formation can be obtained by writing the Arkansas State Library 
Commission, War Memorial Building, Little Rock, Ark. 


HOW WILL THE QUESTION BE PLACED ON THE BALLOT 
AT THE GENERAL ELECTION THIS FALL? 
Petitions signed by at least 21,843 qualified electors will be 
presented to the Secretary of State prior to July 1, asking that 
it be placed on the ballot. 


WHAT AREAS OF THE STATE WILL BENEFIT BY THE 
AMENDMENT? 
All sections except cities of 5,000 or more population. 


WHY ARE THESE CITIES EXCLUDED? 
Because, by a previous amendment (NO. 30), these cities may 
already vote a tax for library support. 


WILL THESE CITIES BE TAXED AGAIN FOR LIBRARY 
SUPPORT? 

No. The amendment states that property already taxed for 
the maintenance of a library may not be taxed again. 
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WHO MAY VOTE FOR THE AMENDMENT? 
Any legally qualified voter. 


WHY IS THIS AMENDMENT NEEDED? 
Because present means of support is too limited in many coun- 
ties to furnish the kind of library service that citizens of Ar- 
kansas want and need. Arkansas libraries are operating on 
an average of fifteen cents per capita. Thirty-five cents per 
capita is needed for even moderately efficient service. 


HOW MANY COUNTIES NOW HAVE COUNTY-WIDE LI- 
BRARY SERVICE? 
Thirty-nine of the seventy-five counties. Six of these coun- 
ties have levied a voluntary tax for the support of the library. 


DOES THIS AMENDMENT MEAN THAT EVERY COUNTY 
MUST VOTE A TAX FOR LIBRARY SUPPORT? 
No. This amendment makes it possible to support the county 
library with a tax if the citizens want to do so. 


WHAT MUST THE INDIVIDUAL VOTER DO TO INSURE THE 
PASSAGE OF THE AMENDMENT? 
1. Sign a petition, not later than July 1, asking that the meas- 
ure be placed on the ballot. 
2. Vote for the amendment at the next general election in 
November, 1946. 
8. Interest some other voter in supporting the measure.

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Public Library Service Demonstration Act 


Arkansas librarians and trustees will be interested in the Pub- 
lic Library Service Demonstration Act (S. 1920, H. R. 5742) 
which was introduced by Senator Lister Hill of Alabama and Mrs. 
Emily Taft Douglas of Illinois on March 12 and referred to the 
Senate and House Committees on Education. 


The purpose is (1) to provide demonstration of adequate pub- 
lic library service to people now without it or inadequately served. 
(2) To provide means for studying various methods of providing 
public library service primarily in rural areas and for studying 
the effect of planning on an area basis upon the development of 
library service. Each state through its state library agency may 
present a plan for the use of these funds in demonstrating public 
library service primarily in rural areas. These plans need not be 
uniform throughout the United States. Reports are to be made to 
the federal Commissioner of Education. 


Every effort has been made in drawing up this bill to eliminate 
federal control, which seems to be the one thing which has pre- 
vented federal aid in other fields. 


If the bill is passed in Congress, it means that there would be 
available for Arkansas from federal funds, $75,000 per year for 
four years to help us with our task of extending service to the rural 
areas, provided there is no reduction in the amount of state aid now 
received. 


This bill is an important one and will mean a great deal to 
Arkansas, particularly if our campaign for the County Library 
Tax Amendment is a successful one in November. The adoption 
of this amendment will permit many counties to establish county- 
wide library service on a permanent and secure financial basis.

79th Congress, 2nd Session 


IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
March 12, 1946 


Mrs. Douglas of Illinois introduced the following bill; which was 
referred to the Committee on Education 


A BILL 


To provide for the demonstration of public-library service in areas 
without such service or with inadequate library facilities. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
That this Act may be cited as the “Public Library Service 
Demonstration Act’. 


STATEMENT OF POLICY 


Sec. 2. (a) It is the purpose of this Act to aid the States in 
demonstrating public-library service to those people now without 
it or with inadequate service, and to provide a means by which the 
values of public-library service may be studied and any resulting 
conclusions reported to the Nation. 

(b) The provisions of this Act shall not be so construed as 
to interfere with State and local initiative and responsibility in 
the conduct of public-library service. The administration of pub- 
lic libraries, the selection of personnel and library books and mate- 
rials and, insofar as consistent with the purposes of this Act, the 
determination of the best uses of the funds provided under this 
-~ shall be reserved explicitly to the States and their local sub- 

ivisions. 


AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS 


Sec. 3. Prior to the beginning of the next fiscal year after the 
passage of this Act or to the beginning of one of the next two suc- 
ceeding fiscal years in case a State is otherwise unable to qualify, 
the States may submit plans to the United States Commissioner 
of Education (hereinafter called the Commissioner) in order to 
receive payment of moneys made available for the purposes of 
this Act. 

Sec. 4. Upon passage of this Act the Commissioner shall notify 
the States of benefits available. At the end of each quarter there- 
after the Commissioner shall further inform any States not yet 
qualified of these benefits. 
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STATE PLANS 


Sec. 5. (a) To qualify under this Act, a State plan prepared 
by the State library administrative agency for the utilization of 
such funds for the benefit of the people shall— 

1. be accompanied by a certificate signed by the Governor 
of the State which shall designate a State library administrative 
agency legally constituted with adequate powers, funds, and facili- 
ties to administer, supervise, and control the State plan and other- 
wise carry out the purposes of this Act; certify that the State has 
made no reduction in the appropriation for the administration and 
operation of the State library administrative agency for the fiscal 
year in which the apportionment is to be made, because of the 
receipt of these funds; designate the State treasurer (or, if there 
be no State treasurer, the officer exercising similar functions for 
the State) as custodian of funds received under this Act from the 
Federal Government, to receive and provide for the proper custody 
of such funds; 

2. establish policies and methods to be followed in utilizing 
the funds to maximum advantage in the operating and rendering 
of library service, primarily in rural areas; including any rules, 
regulations, standards, and matching provisions of the State li- 
brary administrative agency relating to the use of Federal funds 
within the State; 

3. contain such provisions as to the qualifications of person- 
nel for appointment and administering the plan as are necessary 
to the establishment and maintenance of personnel standards; 

4. require that the State library administrative agency make 
reports, in such form and containing such information, as the Com- 
missioner may from time to time require; 

5. provide that library services made available under this 
Act shall be available free of charge, under such rules and regula- 
tions as the State library administrative agency shall prescribe, to 
aid in the demonstration and development of public-library service. 

(b) The Commissioner shall approve any plan which fulfills 
the conditions specified in subsection (a) of this section. The duty 
of the Commissioner in approving a plan shall be solely the deter- 
mination of whether the plan meets the specifications set forth in 
subsection (a). The Commissioner shall exercise no authority with 
respect to the selection, tenure of office, or compensation of any in- 
dividual employed by a State library administrative agency or the 
local authority directly responsible for the operation of the dem- 
onstration. 

(c) Uniformity of plans throughout the several States shall 
not be considered as a standard or condition precedent to the Com- 
missioner’s approval of plans. 


FUNDS APPROPRIATED 


Sec. 6. (a) There are hereby authorized to be appropriated for 
the purposes of this Act such funds as may be required under the 
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provisions of this Act to assist the States in the provision of dem- 
onstrations of public-library service to areas inadequately served 
or unserved. 

(b) There are hereby authorized to be included for each of 
four fiscal years following passage of this Act in the appropria- 
tions of the Federal Security Agency such sums as are sufficient 
for the Commissioner, under the supervision and direction of the 
Federal Security Administrator, to carry out the provisions of 
this Act: Provided, That an amount not to exceed more than 3 per 
centum of the funds appropriated for the States may be used for 
this purpose. 


PAYMENT TO STATES 


Sec. 7. (a) From the funds made available for the purposes 
indicated in section 6 (a) the Secretary of the Treasury shall pay 
upon the certificate of the Commissioner, to each State having an 
approved plan, the amount of $25,000 each year of the demonstra- 
tion, not to exceed four years. 

(b) If an expanded plan is submitted by any State, within 
four years from the effective date of this Act, and approved by 
the Commissioner, providing for an additional annual sum rang- 
ing from $25,000 to $50,000, to be supplied by the State or by a 
local governmental unit within the State or by both, the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall pay to that State an additional amount each 
year for four years equal to the amounts provided by the State or 
its local governmental unit. 

(c) No portion of any money paid to a State under this Act 
shall be applied, directly or indirectly, to the purchase or erection 
of any building or buildings, or for the purchase of any land. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Sec. 8. In carrying out his duties under this Act, the Com- 
missioner is required to make annual reports to the Congress as 
to the administration of this Act, and to prepare a final report for 
public distribution outlining the results of the demonstration. He 
is authorized to gather such statistics, make such studies, investiga- 
tions, and reports necessary for the fulfillment of this Act. 


DEFINITIONS 


Sec. 9. As used in this Act— 

(a) The term “States” means the States of the United States, 
and Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. 

(b) “State library administrative agency” means the official 
State agency charged by State law with the extension and develop- 
ment of public-library services throughout the State. 

(c) The term “public library” shall mean a library that serves 
free all residents of a community, district, or region, and receives 
its financial support, in whole or in part, from public funds. 

(d) “Inadequate library service” shall be defined by the State 
library administrative agency. 
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In Memoriam 


The sudden death of Mrs. George Dews, librarian of the Clark 
County Library, on February 21, 1946, came as a shock to friends. 
Mrs. Dews had been occupied all day in the work of the library and 
the stroke came while in the car with her husband on the way to 
their home. 

Mrs. Dews, nee Margaret Louise Weber, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis Weber, was blessed with a Christian heritage that 
she honored in her daily life. 

In December, 1918, she was married to George S. Dews. To- 
gether they exemplified the power of an ideal home. Two children 
were born to this marriage—a son who died in infancy and Charles 
Weber, who has just returned from overseas service. 

Aside from the personal sorrow of friends, the entire com- 
munity suffers a loss. Mrs. Dews was a member of the Presby- 
terian Church. In the American Legion Auxiliary, her counsel 
was sound and sympathetic. Civic organizations to which she be- 
longed valued her cooperative spirit, but to the library work in 
Arkadelphia and Clark County went her untiring interest. For 
years she gave her time and energy, voluntarily, to the Library 
Association organized and built up by the women of Arkadelphia. 
Meager and uncertain compensation did not affect her interest. 
Several years ago, when the Women’s Library Association was 
transferred to the city and became a public library there was no 
thought in the minds of the Council of any librarian but Mrs. Dews. 

In 1939 when the State Library Commission established li- 
brary service in Clark County, her ability had so developed that 
she was the key person to take charge of this phase of the work. 
Under the supervision of a County Library Board and assisted by 
the Arkansas State Library Commission, branch libraries were set 
up at Gurdon, Okolona and Amity. The librarians for these 
branches received instruction from Mrs. Dews and came to her for 
advice in working out their problems. 

With all these additional responsibilities, Mrs. Dews never 
failed in her personal interest in the readers. Young people ap- 
plying for “something to read” were advised and suggestions given 
for future reading. The younger children who came for books had 
implicit confidence in her selections. The phone calls for certain 
magazines received her personal response. Under her supervision 
the library building was always a welcoming place. But predomi- 
nant in her thinking, was the plan and dream for a future expan- 
sion, so as to carry more books to the people of the rural commun- 
ities, a “library on wheels,” in the form of a bookmobile from 
which rural people could select books for themselves. 

At the March meeting of the Clark County Library Board it 
was the opinion of these present, that in no way could the people of 
Clark County express their appreciation of the work done by Mrs. 
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Dews than by making possible this service she so desired. As a 
living memorial, the whole community by large or small contribu- 
tions will have a part in supplying a bookmobile.
